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SECTION 4. It shall be unlawful for any person other than 
the state officials or state employes, including members of the 
legislature, to whom issued, to use any used metal tags for that 
purpose and any person violating the provisions of this act shall 
be subject to a fine of not exceeding twenty-five dollars or by 
imprisonment in the county jail for not exceeding ten days. 

It shall be unlawful for any person not given parking priv-
ileges under this act to park automobiles in the four driveways 
leading into the capitol and any person violating the provisions 
of this act shall be subject to a fine of not exceeding ten dollars. 

SECTION 5. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.

CHAPTER 379. 
AN ACT to create section 59.225 of the statutes, relating to fur- 

nishing of arms and ammunition to sheriffs and their deputies. 
The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and 

Assembly, do enact as follows: 
SECTION 1. A new section is added to the statutes to read : 

59.225 The county board of any county may furnish its sheriff, 
undersheriff and deputy sheriffs with the necessary arms, am-
munition, gas bombs and gas sticks for the carrying out of their 
respective duties, such arms, ammunition; gas bombs and gas 
sticks to remain the property of the county. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.
